Yugoslavia 

The city of Trieste belonged 
to the old Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire, and the area of modern 
Yugoslavia, carved out of that 
crumpled kingdom by the Ver- 
sailles Treaty as one of the 
Democratic hopes of that time, 
was also taken from the dead 
body of the monarchy. That's 
why Tito now lays claim to 
Trieste. 

After the Second World War 
an area of 320 square miles was 
made a free territory, and Unit- 
ed Nations troops kept it so. 
Yugoslavia’s turn to communism 
and an early alliance with Stalin, 
now broken, complicated the ad- 
ministration. The proposal] now 
to turn the British and American 
zones over to Italians has Tito 
rattling his sabre. 

History and economics make 
people what they are. Yugo- 
siavia and the territory of the 
old ‘‘Balkans”’ are traditionally 
restive. The Turks were there 
more than 500 years. The Serbs 
resisted most. The Turk never 
really made himself effective in 
Croatia or Slovenia, and the Serbs 
say those people were ‘‘appeas- 
ers.’ They are all Slavs, but 
the chief religions are Greek 
Orthodox and Moslem. In the 
First World War the old culture 
and spirit sent the Serbs to the 
side of the Allies, and the Croats 
and Slovenes to the Austrians. 
The Serbs endured terrible pun- 
ishment from the Kaiser’s Ger- 
mans, and when the war ended 
the Serbs dominated the new 
country of Yugoslavia. They 
had no special liking for the 
Croats and Slovenes—and do not 
yet have such a liking. 

In the Second World War civ- 
jl war rent the nation, with the 
Serbs against leading resistance 
to the Germans. Tito, an old 
Communist, won out with Soviet 
help. Then he broke with the 
Kremlin.

Child Molesters 
Merit No Mercy 


Following the kidnaping and mur- 
der of Bobby Greenlease three waves 
of emotion swept the nation reaching 
every person in whom there is a heart. 
First, there came a deep sympathy for 
‘the bereaved parents. Then horror as 
we learned the details of the monstrous 
crime and as we realized that there 
were loose among us creatures of a 
depravity capable of committing it. 

Finally, as the story has developed 
there has arisen a national indignation 
and a concern about parole practices 
and the criminal code, particularly in 
regard to sex offenses, including child 
molestations. 

Residents of Greater 
assurance in the statements 
schools as to precautions taken to pre- 
vent unauthorized persons from taking 
children from their classes. Surely if 
the school officials had not been vigi- 
lant before, thev will be now. The les- 
son from the Kansas City school 1s a 
grim one. 

Atlantans are encouraged, too, by 
the report from the police department 
of the efforts being made by the police 
to eliminate child molestation and of 
the vigorous action taken once an inci- 
dent is reported. 

A case in point developed at the 
same time the Greenlease case was 
broken. 

A man arrested on the charge of 
attempting to rape a 9-year-old girl 
quickly was bound over for grand Jury 
action. He has remained in jail, bond 
having been set at $10,000, an indica- 
tion of how the court feels about the 
nature of the charge. 

The child molester must be treated 
as one capable of murder. The laws 
should be so rewritten as to separate 
him from society for life. 

We commend the Atlanta police for 
their vigilance. Let them follow 
through. Parents can help them by in- 
structing children to beware of stran- 
gers. Parents and the public can help 
by reporting promptly instances of 
molestation.

Meanwhile, Carl Austin Hall, 
fiend and degenerate, and his addict 
accomplice, Bonnie Brown Heady, have 
confessed that they planned to kill 
Bobby Greenlease even before they kid- 
naped him. Hall has admitted carrying 
the boy across the state line to commit 
the murder. 

That makes the couple liable under 
the Lindbergh Law and that law calls 
for capital punishment when the victim 
is harmed. Let the law take its full 
course—and quickly. 

Quietly, methodically and commend- 
ably, the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion has solved the Greenlease case. 
Again we are made to realize its effi- 
ciency and wort 

But another case like the Green- 
lease murder is in the making if the 
public is quick to forget. Only an 
aroused public opinion acting through 
the Legislatures and the courts can 
give us the kind of laws and the kind 
of enforcement required to prevent a 
re-occurrence.

Trieste Settlement 


Is Allied Objective 


British and American efforts to pre- 
Cipitate a settlement of the Trieste 
problem may fail after all. Marshal 
Tito, after conciliatory moves to the 
West, suddenly promotes a crisis to 
prevent Zone A of the territory and 
the port of Trieste from being returned 
to Italy. 

As involved as are all the angles to 
the question, Italy’s claim to the area 
seems just and clear. Until his recent 
successes in Western diplomacy, the 
Yugoslav dictator seemed content to 
accept an eventual return of the dis- 
puted Zone A to Italy while he re- 
tained Zone B. 

Tito now seems determined to pre- 
vent the .zone and port from being 
turned over to the Italians even while 
he is perfectly willing for it to remain 
under international control. 

The Yugoslav dictator has been quite 
successful in his dealing with the West. 
Taking full advantage of his defection 
from the Moscow camp, he has bar- 
gained with the West to bail him out of 
economic difficulties and for military 
assistance. His present ranting and 
warlike threats seem a little ridiculous. 
He is not likely to be accepted back in 
the Kremlin fold nor can he survive 
as a dictator isolated from East and 
West. 

Some cool-headed diplomacy will be 
needed to clear the air over the Trieste 
issue. Certainly Tito must realize that 
his friendship with the West is more 
important: to him than this bit of terri- 


tory to which the Italians have a just 


claim. 

The British-American action does 
put the issue clearly up to Italy and 
Yugoslavia. It is unlikely that our 
troops will be withdrawn if war is to 
be the result, but the announced inten- 
tion to withdraw may hasten some sort 
of settlement of a situation that has 
long been a trouble spot in attempts to 
build a stable Western Europe.

The Time Has Come 
To Put Safety First 


‘Two Memphis policemen who fell 
for a driver’s hard-luck story and tore 
up the traffic tickets they had handed 
him were fired from the force. They 
should have been. 

The driver was charged with oper- 
ating a car without brakes. But he said 
the ticket would work a hardship on 
him as he was ill and his wife was ex- 
pecting a baby. Friends said the driver 
was a good citizen. 

So because he was a good fellow, 
because he didn’t feel good and his wife 
was going to have a baby, the officers 
decided he could continue to drive a 
car with no brakes. 


Their leniency pretty well illustrates 
the attitude of the law and even that 
of the public in regard to a man’s right 
to operate a car. The determining fac- 
tor too often is the convenience of the 
individual with complete disregard to 
the general welfare.

Mt. Vernon, N. Y¥Y.—Eisenhower declared 
against a sales tax but did not bar a manu- 
facturers’ excise tax in order to make up 
for the loss of revenue which will come Jan. 
1. This is expiration date of the excess 
profits tax and the addition to the income 
taxes made necessary by our defense ef- 
fort following the Korean War. 


A manufacturers’ excise tax is simply 
a general sales tax under another name. 
Only difference is that instead of being 
added by the retailer to the price paid by 
the ultimate consumer, as is the case with 
a sales tax, the manufacturers’ excise tax

Useless in Light of Past Events 


WASHINGTON—This is a strange world 
of make-believe. Day after day from 
Britain and also from some spokesmen in 
America come suggestions that America 
and her Allies start ‘‘negotiating’’ with 
Soviet Russia. Or else Adlai Stevenson 
and others suggest that a ‘‘non-aggression’’ 
pact be signed with the Communists. Or 
else Britons, in urging ae 
a high-level conference 
of the heads of states 
including Russia, blame 
America for being cool 
to the idea.

ment comes. Anthony 
Eden, foreign minister RN:

ments you would think that a four-power 
meeting at the highest level was some 
magic formula which only the Americans 
prevent us from enjoying.” 

There is no objection here to talking 
with the Moscow government. But the 
American government’s position is that 
“high-level conferences”? are not likely to 
be of any avail if there is no commitment 
in advance either as to subjects to be dis- 
cussed or what will be done about agree- 
ments already made and disregarded. 

There is an agreement in existence now 
to hold a “political conference’’ on Oct. 
28 between the Communist side and the 
United Nations side with reference to the 
settlement of the problem of Korea. But 
to date the Communists have done nothing 
but talk and argue. 

Then there is the talk about a ‘‘non- 
aggression’ pact. Secretary of State Dulles 
made it clear recently that Soviet Russia 
wasn't honoring the existing provisions of 
the U.N. Charter which provide against ag- 
gression, thus implying that there wasn't 
much use talking about another non-aggres- 
sion treaty when those in existence were 
not being honored.

It might be thought, from a reading of 
some American news dispatches, that the 
idea of a non-aggression pact would be 
just the thing to avoid an atomic war. 
“Pravda,” the official newspaper of the 
Moscow government, ridicules the proposals 
for a non-aggression treaty. 

“American aggressive. circles,’’ says 
“Prayvda’’ ‘“‘who are conducting prepara- 
tions of a war against the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics are fond of screening 
themselves behind various kinds of ‘de- 
fensive pacts’ on the lines of the Atlantic 
Pact. They make every effort to deceive 
the American people and the people of 
other countries by masking their prepara- 
tions for aggression and by presenting it 
ag a concern for the defense of the United 
States. 

“It js no accident that American propa- 
ganda has intensified its efforts to turn 
hlack into white, namely, aggressive blocs 
into ‘defensive’ ones. More than that, in 
the past few days a number of leading 
Americans have been making utterances to 
the effect that the North Atlantic Union 
might allegedly become ‘a guarantee of 
security’ for all European states, includ- 
ing the U. S. S. R.” 

The “Pravda’’ editorial then goes on to 
argue that the United States, while not giv- 
ing up. its aggressive purposes, is cloaking 
them still under pretense of defense. 

Thus, it will be noted that the Soviet 
propagandists are quite ready to distort all 
proposals for a non-aggression pact into a 
charge that the United States will not give 
up its allegedly ‘‘aggressive purposes,’ 

The Soviet editorials take it for granted 
that nobody is aware of the aggression 
carried on by the Communists, not only in 
Europe but in- the Far East. They make 
believe that the Americans are the ag- 
gressors. With such a government in Mos- 
cow, it is seriously proposed by spokesmen 
here and abroad that further talk could 
lead to a constructive result. There is not 
the slightest evidence to back up such a 
make-believe idea.

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A “THE TRUTH of the matter is just about the

WHAT would have to be guaranteed, assum- 
ing that the extremely difficult problem could be 
solved, is that the unification of Germany and the 
liberation of Eastern Europe will be achieved by 
negotiation and not by violence, and that the new 
Europe and the Soviet Union will both be secure. 
We are only at the very beginning of this business 
which may, however, unless things go to pieces, 
develop into a very great undertaking of epochal 
significance. 

The central principle of this undertaking is 
already discernible from intimations which have 
come recently both from Germany and from 
France. It is to convert the proposed West Euro- 
pean military alliance into an all-European guar- 
antee of security; to convert the West European 
market into an all-European market; to convert 
the West European political community into an 
all-European political system in which the evacu- 
ated countries could, without unmanageable vio- 
lence, take their place. 

Such a European order will like Rome, not be 
buiit in a day. But the effort to build it is-worthy 
im itself, and will confer great dignity upon those 
who participate in it and will bring its own rewards.

Mild Heart Attack 
Can Be a Blessing 


Coronary thrombosis contimes 
to be the most notorious of all 
heart attacks. It has been in the 
limelight so often that chest pain 
has become synonymous. with 
heart disease. 

We know that this is not nec- 
essarily true but we need not 
sit around and guess because 
means are available for detect- 
ing even minor coronary attacks. 

To understand coronary throm- 
bosis it is necessary to know 
something about the coronary 
arteries. These vessels are the 
first two branches off the main 
artery (aorta) as it leaves the 
the heart.

October's bright blue weather 
is wonderfully invigorating. 
That nip in the air sharpens 
appetite, and you come to the 
table HUNGRY. Naturally, a 
low calorie meal seems woe- 
fullyinadequate. But the 
Science of nutrition can save

At the beginning of the meal, 
sip a hot soup, or a tasty bouil- 
lon. This helps you to settle 
back and enjoy the meal. For 
space fillers, have celery, rad- 
ishes and carrot slivers with 
the bouillon. 

Enjoy the meat, vegetable 
and salad course, and eat it 
slowly. There are a number of 
reasons why it is more slim- 
ming to eat slowly, one being 
that chewing brings comfort. 


BREAK THE HABIT 


It pays to break the fast- 
eating habit. An effective way 
to do this is to chew one fork- 
ful of food and swallow it BE- 
FORE forking up the next 
mouthful. Of course two-fisted 


eating, a piece of bread in one, 


hand and a fork on the other,' 
makes for fast eating—and 
more calories. Try eating with 
one hand in your lap—and eat- 
ing for taste, not quantity. 

The main course of the meal 
can be surprisingly satisfying. 
Build it around a fair serving 
of lean meat, or fish or fowl, 
with visible fat trimmed off.

To make the 
main course seem generous, 
have it on a luncheon size plate 
instead of a big dinner plate. 

On a 1,000 calorie diet, it is 
best to restrict dessert to fruit.

Where Nancy 


Foxed the Tories 


WAR WOMAN CREEK—The women of Elberton are the 
smartest ones. They want to furnish Nancy Hart’s cabin. 

You all know Nancy Hart, Georgia’s favorite Revolutionary 
War heroine. She was a plain country woman, ugly (six feet 
tall, redheaded and cross-eyed, by some accounts) and unlettered. 
But she loved her country and she had courage. 

Her cabin which has been rebuilt exactly as it was, where 
it was on a sunny, treesy slope near Wahatche, or War Woman 
Creek, has been taken over by the State Parks Department, with 
the blessings of the ladies of the DAR and in its quiet way it 
has become one of the tourist attractions in this part of the 
country. 

Folks come from all around to see where Nancy outwitted 
the Tories. It's a lovely, peaceful spot, looking very much like 
it must have looked when Nancy dwelled there nearly two hun- 
dred years ago. Except for one thing. There's no sign of life in 
the cabin. ! 

I went there with Mrs. Zach Copeland, (the Edna Arnold 
Copeland, who wrote ‘‘Nancy Hart, The War Woman’’) and Mrs. 
John 8. Allgood, the new custodian of the place, was showing it 
to some visitors. When they left she told me about the cabin. 

She and her husband farm the land adjoining the old Hart 
place and Mrs. Al!good has had some state funds to spend in 
keeping the cabin up. Her first job as new custodian was to haul 
off several loads of beer cans which visitors had left in the cabin. 

That is not the “lived in” air the women of Elbert County 
had in mind for Nancy's old home. They want to fix it up as it 
was when Nancy and her family were there, waging their hard 
battle for existence against Indians and Tories and the tough, 
back-breaking business of wresting a living from the land. 

If the Parks department can build a permanent caretaker's 
cottage in the park itself, the women of Elbert County will supply 
enough old furniture of Nancy's era to fix the place as it was. 
Mrs. Copeland will even lend her precious Nancy Hart pipe, which 
was found in the chimney when the old fireplace was rebuilt. 
Rope beds and a loom and spinning wheel, crude benches and old 
cupboards and other house fixings are available the minute their 
owners can be assured they will be safe from vandals in Nancy's 
cabin. 

Besides that, Mrs. Allgood, getting her inspiration from Mrs. 
Copeland's book, is eager to replant Nancy's orchard and herb 
garden back of the cabin. 

Nancy, according to Mrs. Copeland, had the best apples in 
the section and when the women of the county were expecting 
they invariably ‘‘craved’’ some of Nancy's apples. 

The War Woman grew and sent rosemary (for remembrance) 
to funerals and weddings, made garlic poultices for smallpox 
cases and gave garlic juice for consumption, made tansy tea for 
teething babies and raised mint and fennel] for food flavoring. 

To have her orchard and garden replanted would make this 
memorial a living one—and far more interesting to history- 
minded visitors than a plaque on an empty house.

Major portion of the program 
consisted of ‘‘Four Etudes in the 
Form of a Canon,’’ Schumann-De- 
bussy; ‘“‘Concert Duo,’’ Busoni; 
‘In Black and White,’’ Debussy, 
and ‘Fantasy for a Musical 
Clock,’’ Busoni’s arrangement of a 
Mozart organ piece. 

Hodgson, chairman of the Fine 
Arts Division of the University of 
Georgia, and Brumby, head of the 
division's music department, ap- 
proached them in close commun- 
ion and with a deep mutual under- 
standing and respect for the mu- 
sic. They played with great verve 
and what, to us at least, sounded 
like authority, proving that two 
pianos, well played, can be even 
more fun than one. 

Students of the instrument in the 
audience were impressed with the 
neo-classic. ‘‘Concert Duo—’’ com- | 
posed by Busoni in the Mozcartian | 
stvle — which, as Dr. Hodgson) 
pointed out, sounded more like 
Mozart than Mozart himself.

The Red Cross now recom- 
that the tourniquet be 
placed close to the wound. Once 
applied, the Red Cross says, it 
should ‘not be released no matter 
how long it has been in place 
until a physician arrives and di- 
rects its removal. 

The Red Cross warned that the 
application of a tourniquet to a 
limb is a serious step, If the 
tourniquet is left on too long, the 
limb may be lost, it said. ‘‘There- 
fore,’’ it said, ‘“‘a tourniquet 
should be used only for severe 
life - threatening hemorrhage, 
which cannot be controlled by 
other means.”’ 

The change was adopted on 
the basis of recommendations of 
the committee on surgery, divi- 
sion of medical sciences of the 
National Research Council, and 
were contained in a new supple- 
ment to the Red Cross first-aid 
textbook.
